AS A SAILOR. 


Capt. Robbins Could Not Be Lost on the 
Trackless Lalte. 


A representative Cape Cod sailor was 
Capt. Kobbins. a native of Harwich, a 
village on the sand, with tin* ocean but 
two or three miles distant on either 
side, 
a Cape Cod boy could not s.o far 
outside his mother’s yard without dip­ 
ping his tees in the ocean brine. Tne 
choice was a narrow si rip of sand on the 
wide sea and they naturally took to the 
water. Of late this 
has somewhat 
changed, as new avenue» and vocations 
have opened landward, but the cape is 
still a nursery of sailors who can divide 
the honors with the seamen of Cape 
Ann and its vicinity as the best »aiiors 
in the world. 


Nathaniel Kobbins, born U'.> years ago, 
went from his home on the cape on a 
fishing smaek when but 11 years old, 
worked his way to a captain’s place 
and for 15 years sailed to the Wcit In­ 
dies and 
to 
South 
America 
In 
1850 he sailed from Xew York to th*- 
St. Lawrence, and up the river to the 
lakes, the schooner he commanded 
loaded by its owner with machinery 
and stores for a large saw mill on Lake 
Michigan. Two or three vessels had 
gone out from the great lakes on to the 
ocean, but his was the first to enter 
from ocean to lake. 
At Mackinaw a 
pilot was hired, but a storm drove them 
toward the Michigan coast, and in the 
night they saw a harbor light and Capt. 
Robbins said to the pilot, * T hat’s St. 
Joseph.” The reply was *‘No,” And 
they sailed on aud were driven onto the 
beach a few miles below, ship and cargo 
wrecked but the crew safe. 
He had 
never been wrecked aud his 15 years 
of watching sea and shore on the At­ 
lantic, and his careful study of maps and 
charts of this strange lake led him to 
know it better than did the pilot, whose 
guidance led to this disaster. 


His young wife with her babe less 
than two years old, left the Harwiek 
borne and met him at Benton Harbor a 
year later and for some 25 years he 
sailed on the lakes and was in business 
at Benton Harbor and elsewhere until 
fitly chosen to till the responsible place 
of captain of the life savers.

State Department Gave 
Out President’s Terms 


Washington, Aug. 2.—The state de­ 
partment issued the following ofliclal 
announcement this afternoon in order 
to relieve any misapprehension regard­ 
ing the negotiations of peace between 
the United States and Spain. 


It is deemeu advisable to say that the 
terras offered by the United States to 
Soain and handed the French ambassa­ 
dor are instructions as follows*. 


1 The president does not put forward 
any claims for pecuniary indem nity but 
requires th** relinquishm ent of all claims 
of sovereignity or title to the isiand of 
Cuba as well as the immediate evacua­ 
tion by Spain of the island. 


2—Session to the United States and 
immediate evacuation of Porto Rico and 
other islands under Spanish sovereignty 
in the W est Indies and like cession of 
islands in the Ladrones. 


3 The United States will occupy and 
hold city, bay and harbor of Manila, 
pending the conclusion of the treaty of 
peace to determ ine which shall control, 
dispose and govern the Philippines. 


If these terms are accepted by Spain 
in their entirety it is stated that a com­ 
mission will be named by the United 
States to meet a commission on the 
part of Spain for the purpose of con­ 
cluding a treaty of peace on the basis 
above indicated.

of peace w as ready to be* acted upon by 
th a t body. 
The atten tio n of the presi­ 
dent h a s been called, however, to a sit­ 
uation which m akes the assem bling of 
the entire congress necessary.

situation can be explained in a few 
words. 
U nder the law which provides 
for the raising of the volunteer arm y 
th a t a rm y goes out of existence as soon 
as the w a r ceases. 


“W hen this law was fram ed It w as 
not for a m om ent supposed th a t a fte r 
the w a r had ended there would be any 
necessity of keeping the a rm y intact. 
The developm ents of the w ar m ake it 
very evident th a t instead of sending the 
arm y back to civil life fully 100,000 men 
will continue to be needed. 
It is the 
present intention to d istrib u te no less 
th a n 50,000 soldiers th rou gho ut Cuba, 
with 30,000 in the Philippines an d p ro b ­ 
ably 20,000 In P o rto Rico, 
U nder the 
law, as soon as hostilities cease the 
volunteer arm y is disbanded, and the 
reg u lar arm y goes back to its peace 
footing, thus leaving only 27,000 men in 
the service.

BRILLIANT ORATOR 


Such Is the lion. D. A. 
Straker of Detroit. 


llis Address tu the Col 
ored Race Monday. 


His Color Did Not Bar 
Uim from the licntoii. 


.\ugust 1 is the one day of all tne 
year for the colored people, and a 
glance at their happy faces yesterday 
as Hu y p.issed to and fro on the picnic 
groands assured one that they were 
enjoying the day to the fullest extent. 


liev. C. A. .Martin, pastor of the 
Second Haplisi church, had charge of 
the exercises awd afler ]irayer by Hev. 
George H. Simtms, pastor of the ^’ir^t 
IJaptist church. Mr. Valentine wel­ 
comed the colored people in thesi* 
words: 


"Tliis is, I believe, the sixtieth an­ 
niversary of the freeing of the slaves in 
the Hrltish \Ve.st Indies. This date 
has been observed by the people of 
your race fm* many, many years, but 
that is not the event wiiich ha.-^ i»een 
uppermost in your minds and hearts 
loUay. 
Seutember 2-, l*?»t!i, Abraham 
Lincoln, 
the 
martyred 
president, 
signed the most imuortant document 
overissued by a president of tlie I’niied 
Stales. 
It was tne original emaucipa- 
tiuii proclamation and stated tliat in all 
the states ur parts of slates which 
should be in rebellion on January 1, 
following, the slaves should be free, 
and on January I, 
he issued what 
is Renown as the bU])plemenlury pi'oela- 
mation, in which he evoked the con­ 
siderate judgment of mankind atid the 
iavor of Almighty God. That it has 
been approved by man the world’-i his­ 
tory does attest, that it has been ai)- 
proved by God no one can doubt. Hy 
that proclamation 4,UÜ0,UüU slaves be­ 
came free men. 


•’I congratulate you on the improve­ 
ment you have made but i do want to 
criticise you just a little, i am sorry 
to know that there are colored boys 
and girls in this city who are not in 
fechoal. 
Kvery avenue of education is 
open to you from tho public seliool to 
the university and becjiuse you must 
meet with ridicule or wear poorciolhes 
don’t give up and fail to accomplish 
what is possible for you. 


"i'nere may lie some race prejudice 
but it is dying out and you can assist 
it by being good citizens in every place 
and in every way. 
We are pleased to 
see you and rejoice in your progress 
and know that your future will witness 
far greater development in your race,” 


Mayor Hrant introduced the speaker 
of the occasion, Hon. D. A. .Su-aKer of 
Detroit, 


Mr, Straker is not a native of this 
country. He was born on the Island of 
Barbados, one of the West Indies, but 
is intensely American. 
He came to 
this country in 1H(58 and at once began 
teaehing under the auspices of the Kins- 
copal church in Louisville, Ky., having 
been educated in the English course in 
his native country. In 1871 be gradu­ 
ated in law from the Howard univer­ 
sity, W ashington, D. C,, and spent five 
years in the employment of the govern- 
raent. 
In 1876, toe beginning of the 
collapse of the republican party in the 
south, be was elected to the legislature 
and in botb ’80 »nd '82 was re>eleoted 
but was unable to hold bis seat. For 14 
years Mr, Straker was a resident 'of 
B)utb CaroUnfti tbe years wben tbe 
Ktt*Ülux nod otber organlKatiooi de- 
itroyed 
»od property ot tboie op* 


pt)»ed to them politically. 
.Mr. Straker 
can teil laany inc:dent''s when his Hie 
was .-aveil. it would seem, miracii- 
iously. 
In l‘'l»2 he was elecind circuit 
court commissiuiier i<»r me county of 
Wayne wliieh position he neld for four 
years, the pa-t two years having re- 
sunuid his practice in law. 


He is a speaker t»i more than ordi­ 
nary ability and held the closest atten­ 
tion of his audience li:!*ougiiout ni» ad­ 
dress. 
He scored the young people for 
not listening (luietly to the speaking 
and strongly oijjected to celebrating 
the dale of the Kmancipation of the 
slaves of the West Indies, rather than 
their own emancipation. 
•‘Though we 
were freed on .lunuary 1, we could set 
aside a <lity of our owii and it would not 
lack the heart ihat this celebration 
does, as is shown by this scene behind 
me.” referring to a dancing hall wiiich 
was iiccupying the attention of crowds 
of young people. 


in speaiving of his coming here and 
the manner in whicn he was received 
he said: 
•*! was glad to be met last 
evening by Mr. Wilson who was supple- 
mentetl by a cru vd of bright facoii 
boy» and girL-* b it my heart was full 
wiien 1 met at the door of the Hotel 
lienion the man who i?» mayor oi your 
city. 
I was glad lo know liiat in yuui* 
city a colored maii eouid tiome into tiie 
ho'.el and be treated as a guest." 


Mr. .Straker believes that as the 
cidored man i- an .American ciii/.en he 
snould 
be aii«»’.ved 
to tight for his 
couniry. 
He spoke at ^oiue length on 
ttie feeling in this* r‘*yurd manift*f,ied ii*. 
the present v.'ar. "Wiien oiu* battleship 
wa> blown up in iiaviiiiu harbur with 
»••'5 American sailors on board the war 
cry became •Hemember the .Maint,*.' Of 
tluit number who met their death there 
.‘SO Were Cidored men ami tlieir brothers 
are a^ anxious lo avenge ineir dealii as 
are the brothers of liiihter 
com­ 
plexion." 


"Many have been tne sentiments ex­ 
pressed by blaek and white citizens 
alik»; concerning the Afro-American 
entering upon th'‘ war between the 
American nation and .Spain. 
In the 
south uiiiiutiHlied r<*iusal 
has 
been 
made toward his recognition in the 
volunteer service ol tiie army. 
As to 
these avertnieiits let the negro go slow, 
neither conle.-?»ing nor avoiding, but 
resting upon t'le glorious fact that h<.* 
is an American citizen under the coii- 
siiiution 
0!' our eouiit'*y. demanding 
and meriting all the riguts which any 
American citizen is entitled to. 


**lf there be the unjust praeticein de­ 
nying the negro ojlpytunity in the war 
with Spain to achieve distinction Ijy his 
skill and bravery, he may as yet be the 
Slone which the builder refused, be­

K. I. JarvI.i and others congratulated 
the colored people on the progressthey 
have mai^e and t'xpressed many hopes 
for a greater advancement in the fu­ 
ture.

THh: PARK QUESTION. 


The Evening Nh\v.s believes that a 
majority of the v)cople of Benton Har­ 
bor will heartily approve of the buyin^,^ 
of Double L trap for a public park. 
Smaller and cheaper parks niay be 
had, to be sure, but a park on the lake 
ehore is worth a dozen parks away 
from the lake. 


The reason why the people of In­ 
diana flock to Benton Harbor and St. 
Joseph by the thousands every season 
is because these are lake cities. A 
park at Niles or Fairland or Twelve 
Corners would have no more attraction 
to the 
e.Kcursionists 
and 
pleasure 
seekers than a park in Benton Harbor 
—unless that park was located on the 
lake. 


There will never be a better time to 
purchase three quarters of a mile of 
lake front. In other years the railroads 
and transportation companies have of­ 
fered to make liberal donations if the 
city would buy a park of the right kind. 
There is no more delightful place for a 
park in the world than the Hiijraan 
property. A frontage of 4,0(K) feet on 
the lake running back to the Paw Paw 
river, with hills and tvees and Hats, 
with rich soil for tlowers and low lands 
for pretty lagoons, a paradise could be 
made with small expense. 


The $25,000 can be raised without a 
burden to the city. There is now in 
the city’s hands bonds amounting to 
115,000 voted for improvements of this 
kind. The remaining $10,000 and the 
e.xpense necessary to convert the land 
into a park can be raised through the 
help of the railroad and steamboat 
companies, subscriptions ■ 
from 
the 
owners of the propei'ty adjoining and 
the street car franchise to the park 
should be sold to the highest bidder 
and besides selling^ it the city should 
have a certain per cent ot the street 
car receipts on park passengers. The 
street car line obtaining the franchise 
could thus be made to pay a portion of 
the expense of keeping up the park.

As soon as 
the mule completed its fiftieth trip it 
marched away to its stable without or­ 
ders from its driver. 


To show that it was not influenced 
by the sound of the fjietcn’v whistles and 
bells the following reiiiarkable action 
on the part of this animal is vouched 
for by the suiierintendent of the line, 
who gave me these data: On a certain 
occasion, during a musical festival, this 
mule was transferred to the night shift, 
and the very instant it completed its 
fiftieth trip it started for the stable.s. It 
took the combined efl’orts of several 
men to make it return to its duty. 
At 
night there w’ere no bells or whistles to 
inform the creature that “ quitting 
time” had come. It had counted tlie 
trips, and having finished its full quota 
of 50 it thought that tho time for rest 
and food had arrived. 


Some monkeys give unmistakable evi­ 
dences of tho possession by them of tho 
computing faculty. In 1889 I made tho 
acquaintanco of a very intelligent chim­ 
panzee which could count as high as 
three. That this was not a trick sug­ 
gested by sensual impulses I had ampie 
opportunity of satisfying myself. Thu 
owner of tho animal would leave tho 
room, no one being pn'sent but my.self, 
and when I would call tor two marbles 
or one marble or three marbles, as the 
case might be, the monkey would grave­ 
ly hand over tho required number. Ro­ 
manes mentions an aix) which could 
count three, the material used iu his 
experiment being straws from tho ani- 
nuil’s cage. Wolff, Darwin, Forbes and 
Hartman al.so give instances of the com­ 
puting faculty in apes and monkeys.— 
James Weir iu Lippincott’s Magazine.

“ Ono of them said afterward that 
when ho saw Dewey’s eyes ho knew 
that ho would eitlier bo a dead Jaekio 
in a moment or ho would have to yield, 
and when tho ix’tjns w'ero put upon him 
ho was as sober as ho ever was in his 
life. Dewey went back to his room and 
liui.shed tho letter ho was w riting,”-— 
irhiladelpliia Press.

that is placed in the month this cigar i.-. 
matle around u piece of straw an inch 
and a half in length, which projects 
nbout a quarter of an inch clear of the 
tobacco. 
Wlien the cigar is made, a 
broom splint long enough to reach al­ 
most to tho lighting end of the cigar is 
run through the straw, a!id the cigar is 
made around that. 
Tho broom splint is 
cut long enough so that a (luarter or 
half au inch of it projects cliar of tiio 
straw mouthpiece. 


When the cigar is to bo smoked, tho 
broom splint is withdrawn. 
The open­ 
ing through it where tho splint was 
ni.tkes the cigar draw freely, and the 
section of straw at tho slender end 
keeps the cigar open there. 
The.^e 
cigars, made of strong, dark tobacco, 
are sold at retail for a cent each.—New 
York Sun, 


Coiniiif>rrc of tlin Phnippinefl. 


The commerce of these islands has 
been esti!!inted by some autliorities at 
.i: ju,(iu0,uuu a year, but it is proiiably 
much greater, tiuj chief exports being 
sugar, tobacco and hemp. 
Of Manila 
cigars the yearly product is.several hun- 
dreil million, one factory alone employ­ 
ing lO.Ouu hands, and of Manila liemp 
the yearly product is probably 200,000 
tons. One factory in Manila produces 
40,000,000 cigarettes in a single year. 


The imports are al.so of enormous 
value. 
The United States semis the 
Philippines chiefly kerosene oil and 
flour, while England, Germany and 
Fr.mce sell them print cloths, white 
drilling, hardware, canned goods, etc. 
There are other large towns in the 
islands, but most of the imports are 
lauded at Manila and are shipped to 
them by local steamers. 
One company 
aUme lias 27 steamers engaged in local 
and coastwi.se trade, their shijis ranging 
in size from oOO to 8,000 tons.—Isaac 
M. Elliott in Scribner’.s.

The restrictive conditions at present iu 
force with regard to the marriage of 
olficers in tho Russian army forbid this 
privilege un<ler any circumstance in the 
case of ollicers under the age of 23. Be­ 
tween the ages of 23 and 28 years the 
dot of an ollicer’s wife must amount to 
a sum r(*presenting the minimum in­ 
come of 250 rubles yearly. 


On comparison of these conditions 
with tliose regulating tho same question 
in other European armies it may be 
uoted that in tho Austria-Hungarian 
army the number of oHicers authorized 
to contract marriage is limited by a fix­ 
ed proportion assigned to each grade, 
and, these totals being reached, all fur­ 
ther marriages nmst be deferred pend­ 
ing tho occurrence of vacancies in the 
married establishments. 


Tho Italian army regulations, w’hich 
fix the income of the fiancee at a miui- 
nmm of from 1,200 to 2,000 lire, would 
appear to bo more rational iu their 
operation. Italian ofiicer.s, however, ap­ 
ply a somewhat liberal interpretation to 
this law, with tho result that the num­ 
ber of marriitges occurring under actual 
provisions does not exceed moro than an 
eighth of tho total umuber, seven- 
eighths of the officers being united un­ 
der tho conditions of the religious cere­ 
mony only, and thus exposing them­ 
selves to all tho inconvuniences w’hich 
attend a marriage not recognized by 
civil law. 


¿similar disabilities w'ould now ap­ 
pear to bo incurred by Russian officers, 
and suggestions have been made by the 
press in Russia that a general revision 
of tho law is becoming ucces.sary. 
Tho 
([uestion is a.ssuming some importance 
from tho fact that Russian oiUeers, 
reaching a total number of nearly 40,- 
000, represent one of the most imp(n’- 
taut clasa*s in tho state.—Brooklyn Cit­ 
izen.
